CHARTRES CATHEDRAL - Wednesdays and Fridays at 9.30am. - 2.000 © 
There does not exist anywhere in Europe a religious building which can be compared to the 
Cathedral of Chartres. Its harmonious preportions, the extraordinary splendour of its 
Xllth and XIIth century stained-glass windows through which a mysterious light filters, have 
made ot the Cathedral of Chartres a masterpiece of religious art of the Middle Ages. 
On our way to Chartres we see the delightful Chateau of Rambouillet (XIVth century) 
which has witnessed many historical events from the death of Francis Ist in 1547, the nighi 
Napoleon spent there on June 25th, 1815, on the road to exile, to the abdication of 
Charles X, The Ch&teau is now used as the summer residence of the President of the 
Republic. 
We also pass by the Chateau de Maintenon, built during the Renaissance period, and 
bought in 1674 by Louis XIVth for his favourite, Frangoise d'Aubigné, who later became 
the Marquise de Maintenon. Return to Paris at 7 p.m.

This excursion is one of the most interesting among those within easy reach of Paris. Drive through the 
fertile region of Brie to Melun, renowned for its cheese. We then reach the famous forest of Fontai- 
nebleau covering an area close to 43.000 acres. Fontainebleau is reached for lunch, after which we visit 
the castle constructed by Francis Ist in the [6th century, and restored by Napoleon after the Revolution. 
The interior decoration is positively unique and is further enhanced by the marvellous tapestries and 
authentic furniture dating from the I7th to the J9th century. Return by way of Barbizon, home of cele- 
brated painters such as Millet (The Angelus), Rousseau, and where Robert Louis Stevenson wrote "Forest 
Notes".
